Wilkins was not in custody today, 
being at liberty under $1,000 bond, 
while District Attorney John P. Butt 
went over the evidence adduced at 
the hearing in an effort to determine 
what action, if any, his office should 
bring against the youthful driver.

Wilkins and his two traveling com­
